At,a session of adjourned court held OB 


Tuesday the licenses of Isaiah Barndt, 
Philip Oressman and, David H. Myres, of 
Perkaele, and Robert Oraig, of Newtown, 
were granted by the court. The applica- 
tions had been held under advisement by 
the court pending investigation of alleged 
violations of tne law. During the Interval 
Perkasie was practically a prohibition 
town. In granting these licenses the court 
took occasion to refer to the Jamison case 
in a written opinion in which a Doyles- 
town newspaper was censured for report- 
ing the pathetic circumstances connected 
with the refusal of the license to John 
Lai-sen. Larson was taken ill after his 
trial upon the-charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter and violations of the liquor 
law and died on Friday. It was common 
talk that his illness bad been aggravated 
by the loss of his license, which ruined 
him financially. The paper referred to by 
the court had said that "the mute appeal 
that had not reached human tribunals had 
touched the heart of bis Maker," in addi- 
tion to other language of a sympathetic 
character. This aroused the resentment of 
the court, which made the granting of the 
Prekasie licenses an occasion to criticise 
the article. The court also referred to 
the furnishing of liquor to Almshouse in- 
mates, calling attention to the fact that 
the Steward could prosecute violations of 
the law in Montgomery county, where, it 
is alleged, the paupers obtain their liquor. 
Among other matters considered was the 
application of citizens of Ohalfont seeking 
to have the village incorporated as a bor- 
ough. The petition w£ts favorably consid- 
ered and Preston Hogerty, S. 8. Kerns and 
William S. Hendricks were appointed as 
judge and inspectors respectively to con- 
duct an election for borough officers on 
June 27. 


At 8 meeting of the Board ot Directors, 


of the Doylestown Publishing Company- 
held on Monday it was decided to sell the 
Doylestown Democrat. 
An offer to pur- 


chase came from J. 0. Dimm, of Wilming- 
ton, 
Del., and the Board advised that it 


be accepted. The action of the Board of 
Directors must be ratified by the stock- 
holders. It is,reportud that Mr. Dimm 
has offered $14,000 for the plant; and a 
certain per cent on the capital stock,which 
is over $30,000. 
The Democrat has been 


the party paper since 1816. The daily was 
started in 1890., The plant ought to be a 
very profitable one but the paper needs to 
be pushed with considerable energy to 
bring it up to the ola standard in the mat- 
ter of circulation. The split in the party 
during the first Bryan campaign was re- 
sponsible for some of the difficulties the 
Democrat has encountered owing to .the 
fact that its owners were divided by fac- 
tional discussion. It may be decided to 
abolish the daily paper.

Kinney, who was trainer at the farm, was 
held in bonds of $1,000 to answer to seve- 
ral charges of assault and battery.

immediately re-arrested upon the charge 
of embezzling $40,000. Bail was fixed at 
$20,000. Kinney was taken to Philadel- 
phia, where the warrant had been aworn 
out by Mrs. Sarah D. Ooxe, one of the 
owners of the farm. It is said Kinney ap- 
propriated money from the sale of horses. 
The other prisoner brought in by the 
Sheriff was Charles Scarborough, of Sole- 
bury, who was arrested at Salem, Qhio, 
Scarborough will be tried for larceny of 
the chickens of John Larue, of Pineville.

EXAMINING A GIFT HORSE. 


It is impossible to withhold sympathy 


from thoso prudent citizens of Norristown 
who, having examined the month of Mr. 
Carnegie'a gift-horse, seek to restrain the 
local School Board from accepting it. 
Perhaps the metaphor employed is not the 
best. Mi. Carnegie has a quite unusual 
facalty of putting the cart before the 
horse. If one were offered the gift of a 
handsome carriage on condition that he 
would provide a pair of horses and pledge 
himself to maintain them, together with 
a coachman and footman and other suita- 
ble accompaniments in perpetuity, one 
would be justified In thinking the offer 
over before accepting it. 
Mr. Carnegie's 


library gifts are generally on this plan— 
or on the plan of offering a stable if the 
recipient will promise to stock it and keep 
it up. 
'

The usual form is that if a town will 


agree to establish a public library and 
spend not less than$ 5,000 a year to main- 
tain it, he will provide a suitable build- 
ing. Now a public library is a good thing 
for Uny town to have ,and as far as these 
offers serve to stimulate the establishment 
of libraries where they would not be estab- 
lished otherwise, they must have a good 
effect. 
Hut the buildng is really the last 


and least essential part of a library. The 
first thing needed is books,aodjthe next an 
endowment—or the Income first, from 
which the books could be procured and 
their circulation provided for. Any sort 
of bouse s-ill do to shelter the library at 
the beginning. If Mr. Carnegie were to 
offer Noi ristown an endowment of $5,000 
a year for a library, or even the interest 
on $50,000, on condition that it would 
provide u suitable building, he would put 
his offer in a much more practicable shape. 


On tho initial impulse of the Pepper be- 


quest .there-has been oragnized in Phila- 
delpha the most popular free liibrary in 
the country, without any suitable building 
for the central establishment, and with 
the branches lodged in buildings designed 
for other purposes. The Free Library is 
developing so rapidly that the city will 
very soon be led, by common consent, to 
provide a fit shelter for it. A gift for this 
purpose would be a real benefaction, be- 
cause the library is established and ready' 
for the building. A building alone, en- 
tailing u large expenditure without >any- 
tbing to put in it, would be a questionable 
gain.—Philadelphia Times.

RAPID TRANSIT. 
* 


By the prompt action of the legisla- 


ture and the councils of tbe city of Phila- 
delphia Improved methods of local trans- 
portation will bo granted to the citizens of 
Philadelphia and other cities of the Com- 
monwealth. 


For years there has been monopoly in 


the street car business in tbe Qsulcer City, 
and as a result of the non-competition 
the Union Traction Company h-w exacted 
rates higher than prevail in most cities. 
The people have'had no redress from the 
charge of eight cents for transfers. Here- 
tofore the Legislature and Councils' have 
been tho submissive servants of the trac- 
tion magnates, nnd a powerful street car 
combination has been built up, until to- 
day one company owns and operates every 
line of trolleys in Philadelphia. 


Owing to the absence of proper leglela 


tlon heretofore it has been impossible to 
build improved lines of city railways, such 
as are operated in New York, Boston and 
first-class cities in oth«t States. 
Until 


the passage of the Eocht and Emery bills 
there was no sanction for elevated or un- 
dergrgund roads. 


The Legislature has boon bitterly as- 


saulted by tbe newspapers which for years 
have jealously guarded the interests of 
the Union Traotidfi Company, for daring 
to oppose tbe will of the big railway com- 
bine. One Philadelphia journal which a 
few weeks ago urged competition in the 
trolley business with a fervor that denoted 
a private interest in the Johnson plans, 
when real competition is at hand has 
turaed its venom upon the capitalists who 
propose to spend millions of dollars erect- 
ing elevated and underground roads. 


The franchises that wlll'be granted in 


Philadelphia will fully safeguard the in- 
terests of the city. Surface roads will pay 
a per centage of their receipts to the city 
after a six per cent dividend has been earn- 
ed. Such roads must use the underground 
electiic system and cannot erect poles or 
wires. Elevated roads must ran trains at 
intervals of not more than five minutes 
apart during rush hours. 


The rapid transit bills are the wisest 


nnd most needful enactments that any 
Legislature of this State has made in re- 
cent years. 
The only reason why the 


friends of the measures have been pilloried 
by venomous sheets is that the journals 
are bitterly opposed to anything coming 
from the so-called "gang." 


It is only necessary for the Republican 


stalwart majority in the Legislature to in- 
troduce any bill however beneficial or to 
enact any law however strongly demanded 
by public exigency to cause the insurgent 
editors to squat down and set up a great 
howl. Their attitude upon the bills be- 
fore the General Assembly the past week 
t& open the way for real rapid transit, sug- 
gests the suspicion that they are more con- 
cerned for the interests of the Union Trac- 
tion Company and the perpetuation of 
eight-cent transfers and inefficiency of 
service than for the interests of the pub- 
lic. When the demand for rapid transit 
was at high water mark some years ago 
and a company had been organized and 
actually commenced work, the Supreme 
Court decided there was no law "Tn Penn- 
sylvania providing for it. Tbe present 
legislative action is intended to rerneay 
this defect, so that those wishing to se- 
cure charters for tfie promotion of rapid 
trnasit by either elevated or underrgound 
tracks can do so legally and safely after 
securing the necessary premission of the 
municipal authorities. Those newspapers 
which in season and out of season strive to 
impress their readers tnat the Union Trac- 
tion Company are the exclusive owners of 
Philadelphia, naturally endeavor to nip in 
the bud any scheme that would seem to 
tbreaten'that monopoly's' interests. 
Its 


enormous passenger business upon streets 
over-crowded with cars, without the fear 
of competition, not only inflates the value 
of their franchises but induces them to 
arrogantly make any rules and give any 
upward turn of the screw they may choose, 
and this without forming any adequate ac- 
commodation lo those who 'are forced to 
submit to the company's arbitrary exac- 
tions and paplable inefficiency. 
But one 


successful local elevated or underground 
railway would ring the knell of all this 
sort of thing. Though we do not believe 
that the introduction of the proposed 
new system—the realization of the new 
idea—would injure the existing lines, but 
rather in the long run benefit them in the 
highest degree, yet there is no doubt that 
the managers of the Union Traction Com- 
pany, looking to immediate effect and du- 
bious of a future that cannot quite be re- 
duced to a certainty, regard the possible 
advent of the new scheme with anxiety 
and alarm. The present legislative action 
may and probably will have the effect of 
creating a desire on the part of the Trac- 
tion magnates to conciliate suburban peo- 
ple dwelling along their line concerning 
the disposition of cars and the lowering of 
the fare and doing away with the eight- 
cent transfer ticket. While this would 
not relieve, the constantly increasing con- 
gestion of trolley travel—and which must 
inevitably increase year" by year—if tbe 
rapid transit agitation brought about only 
better trolley service and cheaper fare the" 
promoters of the measures will have ac- 
complished a subtantial good. The Demo- 
cratic leaders in attacking and -harpoon- 
ing the bills, in the expectation of mak- 
ing political capital, will ^find- themselves 
UK victims of a boomerang.

"PADDED ROLL" QUESTION.

Readers of sensational newspapers who 


imagine that there is much wrong-doing 
at Harrisburg in padding the rolls of the 
House of Representatives when a vote is 
taken on certain questions, should restrain 
their indignation until they become ac- 
quainted with the facts of the -rase.

WHAT WOMEN HAVE ACCOMPLISHED 


IN COLORADO. 


Ellis Meredith, who is the author of 


"The Master Knot of Human Fate," which 
has called out much discussion of late, 
was one of the speakers at the National 
Suffrage Convention which has just closed 
its 33d annual convention in Minneapolis. 
She is a Colorado woman, whose real name 
Is Mrs. L. M. Stansbury. In her report 
upon the results of woman suffrage she 
»aid: 
"It goes without saying that women a 


work will always be largely altruistic. 
Not for herself first. All her training has 
been along this line. It is equally to be 
expected that women will be largely in- 
terested in all educational matters, and 
the results in Colorado show these things 
to be true. 
"The kindergarten has become a part 


of the regular school system; a manual 
training high school has been built in the 
largest district of Denver, and a law passed 
making the meetings of the school board 
public. 
"The bills that have become a law since 


wcmen were given the ballot and in which 
they were specially interested have been: 


"Raising the age of Consent to eighteen. 


Establishing a Home for Dependent Chil- 
dren. Establishing an Industrial School 
for Girls. Making the mother equal guar- 
dian of her children. The Indeterminate 
Sentence and Parole system. Removal of 
emblems from ballots. 
"In the way of city improvement, one 


avenue has been parked, more than 20P 
trees.planted about different schools, 
drinking fountains put on corners of the 
down town streets, rubbish cans provided, 
and the hand rest sweepers introduced. 


"During the legislature which met this 


year, the following measures which were 
generally endorsed -jind approved of by 
the women were passed: 
"Humane society bill for better protec- 


tion of children. 
Humane instruction in 


public schools. Establishment of schools 
for the feeble-minded. Giving the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections power 
to investigate private charitable and 
elemosynary institutions. 
An alteration 


in the ballot making It impossible to de- 
cipher the number and thus learn by whom 
it was cast. A bill compelling insurance 
companies that have to be sued to recover 
insurance to stand the cost of such suits. 
It is said this bill was endorsed by every 
woman's organization in the State. 
And 


a bill for the preservation of forest trees. 


"Congress was memorialized in behalf 


of the Cliff Dwellers' remains in the south- 
ern part of the State, and in favor of the 
election of United States Senators by 
direct vote. 
"Constitutional amendments are pend- 


ing for the consolidation of elections, so 
that they shall occur bl-ennially, for an 
eight hour law, for Home Rule for Denver 
and for the Australian land tax. 


The Legislature, in spite of its being 


the 'Unlucky Thirteenth' is said, by mem- 
bers of all parties, to be the best Colorado 
has had tor more than twenty years, and 
has passed the most liberal appropriations 
for the conduct of the State institutions, 
educational, reformatory and penal. 
In 


order to do this, it was obliged to spend 
over a third of its time in the considera- 
tion of a revenue bill. 
For this reason

"For years in each city an annual deficit 


has appeared at the end of each year. It 
is sometimes partly provided for by shut- 
ting off street lights, but usually it isjnade 
up, or partly made up, by compelling the 
schoolteachers to work a month or two 
without pay. We are not aware that It is 
ever proposed that any other city em- 
ployees shall give their services to the 
public. The pay earned by the teachers 
is the least for service rendered in any de- 
partment of city administration. It goes 
mostly to women, who have the slightest 
means of defence against imposition, and 
therefore are not formidable in the eyes 
of the practical politicians who run city 
governments. 


"In San Francisco it has been the regu- 


lar thing to meet deficits by making teach- 
ers work for nothing. There is a con- 
stantly accumulating debt to the teachers 
which will probably never be paid. Tbe 
situation is disgraceful to both cities." 


For the sake of both pupjls and teachers, 


it is to be hoped that the sum needed will 
be raised. But the lesson ought not to 
pass unnoticed. The money wrongfully 
withheld "goes mostly to women, who 
have the slightest metns of defense against 
imposition, ana therefore are not formid- 
able in the eyes of practical politicians 
who run their governments." 
Is the 


denial of the ballot a mere abftr«"3t griev- 
ance, involving no practical hardship? 


The Governor of Pennsylvania lately 


cut a million dollars out of the school ap- 
propriation, which was already inadequate. 
A year or two a tbe city of Providence, R. 
I., was seized with a spasm of economy 
and did the same. 


Such instances are common; the first 


place where the average city government 
tries to economize is on tho schools. But 
where women have the ballot, the last thing 
on which they are willing that the city 
should economize is the education of the 
children. Mothers of all 
nationalities 


want their children educated. A .year or 
two ago, in the little town of Holland, 
Mich., where the settlers are largely 
Dutch, an effort was made to close the 
high school through misplaced economy; 
but on election day one thousand Dutch 
mothers went to the polls, school ballot 
in hand, and the high school was kept 
open. 


If half the voters of every city were 


mothers, would the "practical politicians" 
care to offend them?—Alice Stone Black- 
well.

The new steamer, the City of Trenton, 


of tie Wilmington Steamboat Company, 
is now making regular tripe between Phil- 
adelphia and Trenton.' The flrst schedule 
trip was made yesterday. 


The new boat made it» Brst trip up the 


river on Monday evening, and laid at 
Trenton ojer night., On Tuesday morn- 
ing a trial trip was made-down the liver. 
A stop was made at Bristol and the crowds 
that were waiting at the wharf wete in- 
vited aboard to Inspect tbe handsome 
craft. Captains F. G. Edwards and Hor- 
ace Wilson held an impromptu reception 
und received congratulations. 


A representative of the Gazette was in- 


vited to make the trip to Philadelphia 
w^ioh was accepted, and tnere Is no hesi- 
tancy in declaring that the City of Tren- 
ton is on& of the handsomest, most com- 
fortable and speedy passenger boats that 
ever cut the waters of the Upper Delaware. 
One of the most attractive features of the 
boat is the ampto deck room, there being 
•three such floors for the use of passengers. 
Tlfl main saloon is handsomely furnished, 
and an innovation that has been made is 
that of having revolving, leather uphol- 
stered pedestal chairs at each window in 
the cabin. The boat is lighted throughout 
with electricity. 
A 2,000 candle power 


search light serves to illuminate the course 
at night. 
The dimensions of the City of Trenton 


are as follows: Length, 163 feet; depth, 
as Bides, 8 feet three inches; beam, 33 feet 
over all. The twin screws are driven 8y 
triple expansion engines, each having 10, 
15 and 25 by 18 inch stroke. 
There are 


two toilers of tbe locomotive pattern, en- 
tirely below deck, having 800 registered 
horse power. The vessel has A carrying 
capacity of 950 passengers and 112,000 
pounds of freight. Although a speed of 
17 miles an hour was guaranteed in the 
contract, it is expected that as soon as the 
machinery gets limbered up it will be de- 
veloped to 19 oi 20 miles. 
The "Quaker City" now building for 


the Wilmington Company, is an exact 
counterpart of the'"City of Trenton." 
The former will be finished in about ten 
days and will be added to the np river ser- 
vice. 


A freittht boat will also be put on the 


line. The two fast steamers will carry 
light freight to and from Bristol and Bur- 
lington and Philadelphia, 


The Wilmington Steamboat Company 


has strong financial backing, and is man- 
aged by a set of the most progressive, 
capable and clever steamboat men on the 
river. Captain Horace Wilson, of Wil- 
mington, is the general manager and vice- 
president oi the company; Captain Frank

Pastor" Denounces Rummage Sale. 
Rev. Percy Perinchief, pastor of the St, 


Paul M. E. Church, Spring street, Tren- 
ton, took oooasion Tecently during his 
sermon, to denounce in no uncertain man- 
ner the holding of festivals, suppers, rum- 
mage sales and lik e affairs for the purpose 
of raising church money. He-was espec- 
ially emphatic against the rummage sales, 
which have become very popular in many 
churches, and characterized them as an 
abomination. 
Among other things, he 


said: 
"'I do not know where I will go when I 


leave this church, but, God being my 
helper, I will never, anywhere, submit to 
the offering of cast-off garments and other 
rubbish to the cause of Christ. The church 
deserves our best endeavor and our best 
offering. 
Church work should be support-' 


ed by voluntary offerings, arid the fact 
that this church has always prospered in 
this way is proof that fairs and rummage 
sales are unnecessary."

was "Is it the Fault of the Church?" He 
said the present financial methods of 
many churches were driving sensible men 
from, the congregations, and in addition 
set forth as, among other faults, the sub- 
stitution of the church for Christ; the de- 
parture of the church _from its original 
commission; the separation of the church 
from the masses of the people, and the 
breach between profession and practice.

one o£ the companies on Saturday, each 
company is watching the other and each 
is prepared to follow any reduction by the 
other in either passenger or freight rates 
with a still lower rate. The same official 
said that while the relations of the rival 
companies are outwardly friendly, it is 
almost a foiegone conclusion that the com- 
petition between them will lead to a rate 
war. 
The Wilmington company began the 


operation of its new line to Trenton yen- 
terday from its wharves on Delaware ave- 
une above Arch street, where the twin- 
screw steamer City of Trenton started up- 
on two round trips each day. 
The Dela- 


ware River Company announces it expects 
to begin its operation of its line from 
Chestnut street wharf to Wilmington with 
two steamers on Saturday. One of these, 
the John A. Warner, will be taken from 
the up-river line, and another, the Dia- 
mond State, which was purchased on the 
Great Lakes, will compete in the lower 
river traffic. The latter is of tbe twin- 
screw variety, and, according to the com- 
pany, will be one of the fastest boats on 
the river. 
The Wilmington company also 
an- 


nobnces the steamer Quaker City, now 
nearly Bnished, will be put in operation 
in the near future between Trenton and 
Philadelphia. The remaining steamboats 
of each company will be operated as at 
present. 


At present there ia an agreement exist- 


ing between the various steamboat com- 
panies and the railroads fixing the freight 
rates between Wilmington and Trenton. 
These rates are fixed by what is known as 
a freight committee, which meets in Wil- 
mington and on which is representeo each 
ot the interests involved. 
Under the 


terms of this agreement any company that 
proposes to change the rate must give 
thirty days' notice. The entering wedge 
by which thrS agreement may be broken, 
according to the statement of an official 
of one of the steamboat companies, is the* 
fact that either of the two rival companies 
is privileged to make its own freight rates 
between Philadelphia and Trenton. Should 
this be;done, it was argued, it can only 
result in a cut all along the line ana other 
companies can scarcely help being drawn 
into it. 
Captain J. Shields Wilson, president of 


the Wilmington Steamboat Company, -in 
an interview, said: 
"Tnere has been much talk in steam- 


boat circles about a out ia rates because 
of the extension* of our line into the terri- 
tory of the Delaware Kiver -Navigation 
'Company, but you can say for us that we 
do not propose to take the initiative. Of 
course if the, other company begins to re- 
duce its freight or passenger rates we -will 
meet them with still lower rates. 
This 


company isjn business to secure trade 
and not to cut prices." 


General Superintendent Arthur Fox, 


of the Delaware River Navigation Com-, 
pany, expressed views similar to Captain 
Wilson and added: 
"The encroachment made by the Wil- 


mington Company Steamboat upon our 
territory made it necessary for this com- 
pany, in twH-defense, to encroach upon 
their territory and as a natural conse- 
quence there will be much competition. 
As to height and passenger rates thiscom- 
pany Will not make the first mote in the 
direction of a out." 


Trolleys Carrying Freight. 


That freight aa well as passengers can 


be carried on trolley lines is a fact that 
was noticed long ago, but until recently 
the managers of the several companies 
have been content to neglect a possible 
source of revenue the existence of which 
they all recognized. 
Now, howe-ver, with 


most of the mechanical difficulties out of 
the way. and with the passenger service so 
systematized as to be satisfactory to the 
companies, if not wholly so to the pass- 
engers, attempts to utilize the 
trolley 


lines for freight transportation at the 
hours when tbe demand upon their facili- 
ties is lightest are reported from many 
parts of the country. Among the trolley 
corporations that have gone into the new 
business in an elaborate manner is tbe 
Worcester and the Southbridge Railway, 
in Massachusetts. Its plans provide for 
conveying to the towns along its line sup- 
plies purchased from the wholesale and 
retail merchants of Worcester and for 
carrying to that city, from the different 
-towns, the milt, garden products, and 
manufactured articles that find a market 
there. One of the technical papers, Elec- 
tricity, says that "the SoutKbndge man, 
for instance, can call up a Worcester 
wholesaler and order a dozen barrels of 
flout delivered at the Worcester terminal 
of the company at New Worcester, and 
the next car will taka the goods at the 
SouthbrjjJge'terminBl. It will be quick 
business and a great convenience to the 
suburban towns on the line, as well as a 
source ot profit to the City of Worcester. 
At the Worcester end the company plans 
to have a team to go the rounds and col- 
lect and deliver packages to be sent or 
brought over the line. 
Those who have 


business connections with Sonthbridge or 
other towns will be informed-that goods to ' 
be carried over tbe company's line will be 
called for when desired annd delivered as 
fast as the cars can travel." 


All this will be highly displeasing to 


the steam railway people, but it promises 
to be a great public convenience. 
The 


laws in this State prevent the trolleys from 
carrying freight, but these, of course, can 
be changed, and then the farmers of 
Plymouth and Whitemarsh can have goods 
delivered at-their doors.—Conshohocken 
Record sr.

THE AKCIENT ORIGIN OF THE STEEL

Railways made of massive stone blocks 


In id parallel aud smoothed on the surface 
fur the nue of wheels are almost as old as 
wheeled vehicle* themselves. From that 
ancient origin were evolved the steel 
trucks of today. A careful search would 
prnbably reveal the remains of stone 
tramways In various innds, beginning 
with tbc crude ones of ancient Egypt and 
continuing In an improving line down-to 
tlmse of modern enterprise. I have exam- 
ined ways of the early kind in Italian 
elites, and the native engineers said that 
they hare been used from time immemo- 
rial. In various parts of Germany they 
w. re used In connection with coal uiiues, 
and from tbem the Idea and the name 
"i ram" were carried lo England in the 
Seventeenth century*. The wretched roads 
of England, due to the molgt climate, 
miide the tramways a great convenience 
to the owners of the coal mines. 


Soon the scientific societies got to dis- 


cussing the details of tramway construc- 
tion, and by that means the people of 
A luv-rlca learned that the prevailing want 
of roads might be remedied by the con- 
struction of cheap tramways. Early in 
tlic last century they were Introduced in 
tlm coal mines of Pcnnaylvinii*," and the 
parties who built Bunker Hill monument 
curried stones from Quincy quarries to 
tMe water by means of one of these roads. 
That was In 1827. 


Two decades before various canal* had 


been constructed, but experience had ful- 
ly revealed the shortcomings and Incon- 
venience of canals. Bven before the nine- 
teenth century began a number of meu 
Jiml advocated the use of steam engines 
to haul freight and paescngei'B, but those 
trn-n were regarded as visionaries. 


The steam engine in its crudest form 


wns invented by Newcotncn to meet an 
emergency. VuluAite mines were falling 
Into ruins because animal power could 
Co longer pump out Ibe water. This suc- 
cess opened the way for the improved en- 
gines of Watt and Evans. 


As early as 1804 Evans' engine moved 


n ncow through the streets of Philadel- 
phia! and the Inventor predicted at that 
time, although canals were then popular, 
tlmt the next generation would ' want 
tramways operated by horses and the 
succeeding generation would favor rail- 
•wnys worked by steam locomotives. He 
Hi:id the time was not far distant when 
passengers In steam carriages would 
leave Washington In the morning, break- 
fust at Baltimore, dine at Philadelphia 
and sup in New York, 250 miles distant 
Evans did not live to see his prediction 
fulfilled, but he prepared the way for the 
•team locomotive. 
, William Hedlcy made the first practical 
URf> of the steam engine for transporta- 
tion purposes In England in 1813 by 
hauling coal from a mine to the shipping 
point. George Stcphenson saw this en- 
gine and succeeded In making imitations 
of It which attracted public attention. At 
that time there were being operated many 
successful tramways In England. In 1825 
a company built a railroad 25 miles long 
from Stockton to Darlington. In the north 
of England, for the purpose of transport- 
ing coal. The scheme was violently op- 
posed. The Duke of Cleveland alleged 
that the railroad would disturb one of bis 
fox courses. The work was done under 
tho supervision of George Btephenson, 
who used locomotives. 


An Impression prevails that railroads 


and their operating machinery were cop- 
ied by pioneer American engineers from 
British models. These engineers may have 
copied the plans of making tramways, 
but'the rolling stock used was the prod- 
uct of native Ingenuity and always bore 
the stamp of the original American de- 
signer. There is good reason for believing 
that the American express train would 


- have resounded through our valleys quite 


as soon as it did had James Watt, the re- 
puted Inventor of the steam engine, and 
George Stephenson, credited with Invent- 
ing the locomotive, never lived or never 
built an engine. 


Jn 1830 Ihere were abont 2.000 miles of 


railroad projected in America, and con- 
struction had commenced in a great many 
places. Tbc most ambitious project of 
the kind was the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, begun la 1828, to create trade 
between that city and the west and south. 
The foundation stone was laid by the 
venerable Charles Carroll of Carrollton, 
the last sbrvlvlng signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Thirteen miles of 
tho road were open for traffic May 20, 
3830. At that time there was no senti- 
ment In the Dnited States In favor of 
anything stronger than horsepower for 
operating railroads. Although there were 
locomotives operating various tramways 
In Great Britain and the Stockton and 
Darlington 
railway 
bad 
locomotives 


" hauling long trains, the fame of that 


kind of motive power spread very slowly. 
Although a locomotive pulling the first 
train ran on the Stockton and Darlington 
railway had made a speed of 15 miles an 
hour, the general public in England, sev- 
er n I years later, regarded men as de- 
mented when they talked of 
hauling 


trains at a speed of ten miles an hour. 


One man In Baltimore was opposed to 


tbe me of animals for railroad .motive 
power. This was Peter Cooper, the 
-philanthropist, who afterward gave New 
Xork one of the most valuable education- 
al institutions In the world—Cooper Un- 
ion. He had a small locomotive built at 
his own expense, a tiny apparatus with 
an upright boiler and a slLgle cylinder 
8Vi by 14 inches In size, the whole thing 
weighing less than a too. 
Various tests 


of the engine were made, and after a 
few changes had been effected by me- 
chanics the machine worked satisfac- 
torily. 
It pulled five times Its own 


weight at 0 speed of ten miles an hour. 
This was the first locomotive built in 
America for fanning on rails. 
: Cooper's engine was far from being an 
apparatus of Imposing appearance, for It 
renemblfd a hand car with a small ver- 
tical boiler. It took experience to prove 
that far a locomotive the horizontal form 
I* tbe fittest. Our pioneer railroad mas- 
ter mechanics strove to make the engine 
•s simple as they could and to arrange 
the weight so that the least possible 
stress should be put upon the light rails 
and weak bridges. Tbe same-principles 
of construction dominate them today, and 
the modern freight engine. 100 times the 
weight of the Tom Thumb, Is propor- 
tionately as easily carried by tbe modern 
truck and steel bridges.—Success.

FAIRLY EAT QUININE. 


Navel Plan For Exhibiting Amer- 


ican Manufactures. 


GLOBE OIBOLINQ TEIP PEOP03ED. 


Chief of Dnreon of Statistics of 


Treasury Department Originator of 
the Project—Government Aid May 
Be Secured to Carry Trade Into 
Parofl Countries. 
A floating exposition which will en- 


circle the globe aud visit every sea- 
coast town is an idea which Is being 
pushed by O. Z. Austin, chief of the 
bureau of statistics of the treasury de- 
partment. It is a proposition in -which 
some of the leading men in commercial 
lines in the country have become inter- 
ested and toward which a step will be 
taken shortly which will definitely de- 
cide whether the necessary financial 
backing can be secured. 


Leading business men of the United 


States have taken an Interest In the 
proposal since it was presented at 
length before the national .board of 
trade, which held a meeting recently in 
Washington, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. Among those who have 
written letters about the matter is E. 
O. Stanard of St. Louis, prominent at 
the meeting of the national board of 
trade. It Is proposed to have a fleet of 
ships fitted up as floating booths in 
which the leading articles of manufac- 
ture in the United .States can be exhib- 
ited. Naturally the exhibits will be of 
those articles for which.it Is presumed 
there Is a foreign demand. 


The length of the trip which Is to be 


made by the fleet of course will depend 
on tbe amount of financial backing se- 
cured and the wishes of the promoters. 
It hnn been thought advisable to have 
the trip extend over a period of at least 
two years. Mr. P. B. Thnrber of New 
York city, president of the United 
States Export association, is the chair- 
man of a committee- appointed nt the 
last meeting of the national board of 
trade for the purpose of takhig up the 
project and pushing It in the different 
cities of the country. He expects to 
call a meeting of his committee In 
Washington in a short time. 


The time for organizing the project 


Is thought to be most opportune. 
It 


was Mr. Austin's Idea, he bejng the 
originator of the project, to secure If 
possible one or more government trans- 
ports which could be readily converted 
4is desired. Changed conditions In tbo 
Philippines tniiUe It exceedingly proba- 
ble that the government will shortly 
have available one or more transports 
which have been used In the transpor- 
tation-of troops and which are of a 
type especially adapted to the floating 
exposition Idea. 
If the government 


could become interested in the matter, 
added dignity might be given to the 
fleet by securing a convoy of one of our 
cruisers or battleships to accompany 
tbe exposition fleet to the different 
ports. A legislative enactment will be 
necessary for this government aid. 


So far the letters fr<?m exporters and 


manufacturers indicate that they nro 
willing to go Into the floating exposition 
business, but if they do they want to 
be tbe only exhibitors In their particu- 
lar line on board. Such an arrangement 
would Immediately preclude the idea ol 
government alii or recognition of .the 
floating exposition. It is proposed to 
allot space to the exhibitors iu propor- 
tion to their subscriptions to tbe stock 
of the enterprise. 


A (inestiou has already arisen as to 


whether the trip could not be made a 
"tradi&g" trip as well as one for ad- 
vertising. If every possible inch of 
epace Is utilized by exhibitors, there 
wilt be some room In the holds of the 
vessels and a necessity for freight as 
ballast. Unas been suggested that this 
can lie utilized for carrying limited 
stocks of the articles exhibited, so that 
they may be sold. The one objection to 
this Is tbe fear of complications over 
the.pjjyment of duties on these arti- 
cles. 


No definite Idea has been secured as 


to/In1 cost of the project. A basis for 
flgurins will be on1 tbe government's 
experience. To entry a vessel from .New 
fork to Manila and return, Including 
the'cost of coaling and the. pay of a 
civilian crew. Is about $85.000. Repre- 
sentatives of each of the concerns ex- 
hibiting can not only be utilized In dis- 
playing and presenting the merits of 
the goods, but tbey can learn of the 
systems of doing business In tbe conn- 
tries visited, the manner of giving dis- 
counts and the systems of banking and 
credit.

preservation of life, and they keep full of 
it from one year's end to another. The 
first time I visited the coast I stopped ai 
Frontera, the first port east of Vera 
Cruz, and as soon as our ship tied up il 
was boarded by a tall, sallow man, who 
turned out to be an American engineer, 
in charge of a big sugar plant up the 
country. He made a bee line for the purs- 
er. 
'Hello, Billy,' he said; 'did you 


bring that quiuine?1 'Sure,' replied the 
purser, and diving into his cabin he came 
out with an armful of tin boxes about the 
size of tea/canisters aud japanned green. 
En eh of them held a pound of quinine, 
never saw it put up that way before, one 
naturally I wns surprised. 


"I soon scraped an acquaintance with 


the engineer aud made bold to inquire 
what iu the world he wanted with such a 
supply. 'Are you getting it on a specula- 
tion?' I asked, with a vague idea that It 
miglit be intended for some Mexican 
army contractor. 
He laughed h'eartily. 


'Speculation nothing,' said he. 'This all 
goes to our little colony of Americans 
back in the interior, and it won't last 
very long, either.' With that he drew a 
penknife from his pocket, opened a blade 
that had been ground off round, like a 
spatula, and thrust it into one of the 
cans. 
He brought out a flaky, white 


mass—enough to heap a teaspoon—put it 
on his tongue and swallowed it like so 
much sugar. 'Have you any idea how 
many grains you arc taking?' I asked in 
amazement. 'Ouly approximately,' he re- 
plied carelessly. 'A man quits weighing 
quinine after he has been down here a 
few months.' 


"That was my first "encounter with a 


bona fide quinine eater," the coffee plant- 
er went on, "but I met plenty of them 
afterward. They generally keep the stuff 
in rubber tobacco pouches to protect it 
from perspiration, and when they feel 
like taking a dose they dig in with one 
of those sputulated knives that they all 
carry and swallow as much as they see 
fit. As they go entirely by guess, it is 
hard to Bay how much will be taken in 
the course of a day, but I have weighed 
the amount that can be lifted on the 
ordinary knife blade and found it to 
range between 25 and 50"grains. • Ton 
see, quinine is as compressible as cotton, 
and two wads of it that look about the 
same size will vary a hundred per cent in 
weight.

course, ^that such enormous quantities of 
the drug would produce an intolerable 
ringing in the head; but. strange to say, 


j they do-nothing of the kind. The nver-

"The want of rest and food tells on a 
horse far more than on a man, for in 
tbe case of the latter there are stimulat- 
ing influences of patriotism, the glory of 
victory and other feelings which are not 
existent in the nature of a horse. Quite 
half the-horses in England sent to the 
Crimea never returned, most of them 
Laving died fvom hard work and starva- 
tion. Indeed, only about 500 were killed 
In action.

So reduced and starved have tbe poor 


beasts become on occasions of this kind 
that they have been known to eat one an- 
other's tails and to gnaw the wheels of 
the gnn carriages. Napoleon took with 
him across the Nieman 60,000 cavalry 
horses, and on bis return in six months 
he could only muster 16,000. More than 
half the horses which were engaged in 
our Egyptian war of 1882 were dinabled. 
Six hundred of 'these were killed and 
only three-fifths slain In action. 
ID the 


Afghan war of 1838 It is said that 3,000 
camels and half the horses engaged were 
lost in three months. 


It will thus be seen that actual figbtfife 


does not Claim so many horses aa starva- 
tion or overwork," Defective shoeing, 
sore backs, want of food and rest and 
other similar causes go far toward ren- 
dering horses useless for practical war- 
fare.

danger of Injury horses run when being 
shipped across the sea. They are In con- • 
slant motion. They continually fall, 
ninny of tbem to be trampled to-death, 
and the rest become frightened, klcjt and 
batter one another abont and are render- 
ed useless.
